Field Crops of Canada 


Field) crops are Canada's main 
source of agricultural revenue; ‘On- 
tario and Saskatchewan the leading 
provinces, The gross farm revenue 
in 1935 was 943 million dollars and 
field crops accounted for about 507 
million dollars, more than half of the 
total, 


Saskatchewan is the great wheat 
province. Despite drought, rust and 
frost, the yield last year was 135 mil- 
lion bushels, or almost half of the 
277 million bushels produced in the 
whole dominion, Alberta came sec- 
ond with 102 million, Manitoba had 


22% million and Ontario produced 14 


million bushels. The prairie proy- 
inces produce hard = spring wheat 
while “®ntario produces soft winter 
wheat. Saskatchewan is also the 
leading producer of oats. The crop 
lust year was 132 million bushels out 
of a dominion total of 394 million, 
Ontario was second with 85 million 
bushels of oats and Alberta — third 


with S82 milliou. Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba were about equal in barley, 
with over 23 million bushels each. 
Ontario was third with 17) million 
bushels and Alberta fourth with 16 
million bushels. Ontario is the prin- 
cipal producer of corn, Saskatche- 
wan grew more than half of the rye.

NEW CANADIAN RADIO SET-UP 

A change is to be made in the control of 
radio in Canada, the federal government 
having passed an act providing for a set-up 
similar to the British Broadcasting corpora- 
tion, with a board of governors, a general 
manager and an assistant general manager. 

The corporation is given control over all 
management of broadcasts, ad- 
inter-nation and inter - empire 
hookups, ete. The licensing of stations and 
their technical control, however, is vested 
with the Minister Transportation, Hon. C. D. 
Howe 

The principle of public ownership is fairly 
well maintained and the set-up appears to be 
quite workable. A great deal depends upon 
the selection of the executive to handle the 
corporation, apparent that Mr. 
Charlesworth’s term is at an end. 

There are two men mentioned prominentl 
for the position of general manager, Glad- 
Murray of the British Broadcasting 
corporation and Reginald Brophy of the U.S. 
National Broadcasting corporation. The for- 
mer is a Canadian who has made a name for 
himself in British radio circles and is the 
natural choice. But the big Canadian radio 
companies and stations prefer Brophy. 

The main purpose of the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s radio set-up should be to control 
radio in this country for Canadian people. 
Without the intervention of the government 
radio in Canada would be part and parcel of 
the Great United States chains. This should 
never be permitted.
